British to Get 
More Meat, But

NORMANDY BEACHES. France 


—(AP)—Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway 
marked the eighth anniversary to- 
day of the tJormandy D-Day with 
a warning to the "lords of Com- 
munism" that another war "would 
bring dreadful suffering to us, but 
it would bring destruction to them 
and their power." 


Ridgway spoke at ceremonies 


on Utah beacli commemorating 
the thousands who died there in 
the June 6. 1944, invasion that 
launched the 
final conquest, of 


Nazi Germany. 


The general himself parachuted 


at, the head of his 82nd Airborne 
division behind the German lines 
at nearby Sainte Mere Iglise, sev- 
eral hours ahead of the invasion 
waves. 


Aim IN Freedom 


Ridgway said the nations of the 


West now have banded themselves 
together in North Atlantic treaty 
alliance "whose sole and enduring 
aim is to maintain the freedom 
and to preserve the peace we 
have so lately re-won at so fear- 
ful a cost. The alternative was 
slavery. 
We have aggressive in- 


tent toward none."

Ridgway referred to "the illim- 


itable reservoirs 
of 
our 
own 


strength" and declared: 


"If these historic evidences of 


strength should be mistaken by 
the lords of Communism as indi- 


cations of weakness, be construed 
as signs of a declining civilization 
that places peace before freedom, 
comfort before sacrifice, self be- 
fore common good, that 
error 


would bring dreadful suffring to 
us, but it would bring destruction 
to them and their power." 


Don't Underestimate 


"Let no one underestimate our 


resolve to live as free men, in our 
own territories, engaged in our 
own peaceful pursuits," he con- 
tinued. 


"Above all, let no one mistake 


our patience, our tolerance, our 
constant quest for peaceful solu- 
tions at the council table as evi- 
dence of fear." 


The general's visit—highlight of 


ceremonies marking the' anniver- 
sary of the 1944 landings that be- 
gan the final conquest of Europe 
from Hitler's army—includes stops 
along both Utah and bloody Omaha 
beaches, where the bulk of the 
American forces came ashore. 


Ridgway also will visit Sainte 


Mere Eglise. the first town his 
airborne troops liberated in the 
pre-dawn hours of June 6, 1944.

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Court Ruling Remarkable for 
Defining Powers of Executive 


In ruling President Truman's seizure of the steel indus- 


try illegal, the U. S. Supreme court went directly to the heart 
of the matter. It declared that the President has neither spe- 
cific authority derived from statutes nor inherent power de- 
rived from the Constitution to seize properties. 


The court said in plain words that the Constitution leaves 


clearly to Congress the law-making power "in both good and 
bad times." 
It added: "The President's power to see that the laws 


are faithfully executed refutes the idea that he is to be a law- 
maker. The Constitution limits his functions in the law-mak- 
ing process to the recommending of laws he thinks wise and 
vetoing of laws he thinks bad." 
Nor could the court see the seizure order as a proper 


use of the President's military power as commander-in-chief 
of the armed forces. Defense production stoppages are a 
eproblem for Congress, it said, not the nation's military au- 
thorities. 
These pointed'but unpretentious phrases add up to an 


historic decision. They put well-defined limits on the free- 
ranging executive authority of the President. They in effect 
deny the doctrine of inherent powers, a theory that has been 
conveniently employed in recent years to justify many un- 
precedented White House directives. 
•

Furthermore, the court's ruling reaffirms strongly the 


power and independence of Congress in fields of action 
marked out for it by the Constitution. Such a restatement 
is wholesome and useful at a time when Executive powers 
are being steadily enlarged at the expense of the legislature 
in many corners of the world. 


It is really quite remarkable that the Supreme Court has 


met this issue head on. Before the decision was handed down, 
constitutional experts were widely predicting that, whatever 
the court decided, it would not delve deeply into the shadowy 
zone where the President's powers bump squarely up against 
those of Congress. 


It was argued that the high court, as a matter of his- 


torical record, has consistently avoided defining the respec- 
tive powers of Congress and the Executive too sharply, ap- 
parently on the theory that this vagueness gave to both sides 
a certain assurance of flexibility. This maneuvering ground 
was extensive enough to allow for a substantial expansion of 
presidential authority when the situation-warranted. 


The Supreme Court now has eliminated that vagueness, 


though three justices obviously consider this a gross mistake. 
The court has said in effect that the way to deal with an is- 
sue like the steel crisis is for the President to obtain specific 
grants of power from Congress.

We all know that the nature of modern warfare puts a 


premium on speed in an emergency. Inasmuch as the court 
has now restricted the President's area of discretionary ac- 
tion, it is incumbent upon him to request—and upon Congress 
to consider fairly—whatever standby powers he might rea- 
sonably need to cope with an emergency. 


It Is also incumbent upon him to use the authority he 


already has. As Justice Clark noted in a concurring opin- 
ion, Mr. Truman failed to use the Taft-Hartley law in deal- 
ing with the steel crisis. This does not give him the power 
to seize, but it does provide machinery for handling a stub- 
born labor dispute. 


The President's refusal to use Taft-Hartley was founded 


on political considerations, since the act is a red flag to labor 
leaders. But the President clearly has a responsibility to 
execute all the laws, not just the ones he happens to like. 


The court has properly rebuked Mr. Truman for resort, 


ing to the extremity of seizure when he had not called into 
play all available lesser remedies. 


But, more important than this, it has declared that the 


Constitution, not the President, is the supreme law of the 
land. It has taken government out of the realm of Executive 
whim and tied it firmly to the rock of written law.

Deane has 
so stated in his memoirs, entitled "Strange Alliance." This book is 
a record of stupidity, of drunkenness among fools entrusted with the 
fate and lives of their countrymen and of wanton extravagance by 
Edward R. Stettinius and Averell Harriman. It is a separate volume 
in the indictment of the Roosevelt circle. 


Deane himself had the sense to perceive that the United States 


was being betrayed, which was little enough to ask of a buck private, 
D say nothing of a major general. 
Nevertheless. Deane actua'u, 


wrote a reprimand to be entered as a lasting blemish on the record 
of a young compatriot after a trial which was, in the written word 
of a competent authority, "probably unparalleled in its violations of 
procedures and the rights of the accused."

Smith. 


King now learned that "Smith" 
party.

ceive inquiries concerning psor- 
iasis (pronounced with the p silent) 
is evidence of how badly 
more 


information is needed on this cur- 
ious skin disease. 
L. W. writes, 


for example, "Please tell me what 
causes psoriasis, and is there a 
known cure?" 


These are $64 questions since 


the exact cause of psoriasis is not 
known and there is, as yet, no 
cure. So far as cause is con- 
cerned, it is known that several 
members of the same family may 
be afflicted, but just why is not 
clear. 


It is also known that psoriasis 


is quite often associated with cer- 
tain kinds of arthritis, though here 
again, just what the connection is 
between the two conditions Is un- 
certain. 


Psoriasis, because of Its peculiar 


appearance, is a source of a good 
deal of worry to those who have 
it, but although one physician has 
written me concerning s e r i o u s 
complications from the disease. It 
is generally considered relatively 
harmless so far as life and gen- 
eral henlth are concerned. 


If the psoriasis starts suddenly 


there is likely to be severe itching. 
In the more chronic cases (which 
are more frequent) there is little 
or no itching. Those parts of the 
skin which have become involved 
for a long time Renerallv become 
covered with a thick scale. When 
Jthe scale is acraped off, unjr 


bleeding spots appear underneath. 


Many treatments are being used 


for psoriasis. Most of them pro- 
duce good results the first time 
they are tried, but too often the 
Improvement turns out to be only 
temporary, and when It Is repeat 
ed the good results that happened 
the first time fail the second.

Heat Places Great Strain on 
Heart, Medieal Research Shows 


CHICAGO. 
(AP) — If 
you're 


against strenuous exercise, you 
might want to stay in bed during: 
the next heat wave. 


A report issued today by, the 


Medical Research Institute of the 
Michael Reese hospital indicated 
that heat can play as much strain 
on the human heart as does exer- 
tion. 


The institute said studies show- 


that merely moving: about in a 
temperature of 94 degrees places 
as much strain on the heart as 
does heavy labor under moderate 
temperatures. 


Dr. Gerald R. 
Graham, 
who 


wrote the report based on a re- 
view of medical literature, said 
the first effect of heat on the hu- 
man body is an enormously in- 


creased heart rate—sometimes 'as 
much as -13 per cent. 


He cited a heat room test made 


in New Orleans last winter by in- 
vestigators from 
the 
Louisiana 


State university. Twenty-five per- 
sons, 12 of whom suffered ftom 
heart disease, were placed in a 
humid room with a temperature 
of 104 degrees Fahrenheit. 
He 


added: 


Those with heart disease showed 


early signs of collapse and had to 
moved to an air conditioned at- 
mosphere within -10 minutes.
